The transport Klo de Janeiro arrived 


early Sunday morning, elgbt days from 
San Francisco. She was received bjr quite 
a large wharf crowd, heads of the Big 
Hundred and officers -of the N. O. H.

This action was in ac- 
cordance with an opinion of the Attorney 
General, who holds, in effect, that the 
exclusion act applies to all classes of 
Chinese persons other than those specifi- 
cally named in the act The only excep- 
tions, therefore, are officials, teachers, 
students, merchants or travelers for cur- 
iosity oc pleasure. It is estimated that 
the number of persons hitherto admitted 
but hereafter to be excluded will aggre- 
gate several thousand a year. The fol- 
lowing letter of instructions, based upon 
the Attorney General's opinion, hag been

WASHINGTON, July 20, 1898. 
Collector of Customs, San Francisco — 


Sir: 
Referring to your communication of 
the 14th ult., in relation to the appeal 
from your decision rejecting the applica- 
tion of Wong Took Sua, a Chinese per- 
Bon, seeking admission to this country as 
a trader and confirming the telegram sent 
by you on the 13th InsL, you are informed 
that in. an opinion, dated the 15th insL, 
*Se» Honorable Attorney General holds 
that Chinese persons known as traders 
should not be allowed to land in tnis 
country even though they submit the cer- 
tificate prescribed by the act approved 
July 5, 1884, relating to the .admission of 
Chinese. I enclose herewith, for your in- 
formation, a copy of the opinion of the 
Attorney General and invite your par- 
ticular attention to that portion of it In 
which be says* 
"It may be stated comprehensively that 
the result of the whole body of these laws 
and decision thereon is to determine that 
the true theory is not that all Chinese 
persons may enter this country who are 
not forbidden, but that only those are 
entitled to enter who are expressly al- 
lowed." 
Tou are therefore directed to hereafter 
refuse admission to all Chinese persons 
whose occupation or station does not 
clearly Indicate that they are" members 
of the exempt class of Chinese as defined 
b> the law. and applications for admis- 
sion for persons described as salesmen. 
clerks, buvers. bookkeepers accountants, 
managers. 
storekeepers, 
apprentices, 
BtrenU, cashiers, physicians, proprietor* 
of restaurants, etc.. should be rejected 
bv you.

LANDING IN PORTO RICO 


ST. THOMAS. July

stock of the Honolulu Rapid Transit 
and Land Company, 1,673 were repre- 
sented at the meeting of stockholders 
held in the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms last evening. In the absence of 
Fred. J. Lowreyt F. B. McStocker was 
chosen to preside. J. A. Oilman was 
secretary. The roll was called. The 
report of T. F. Lansing, treasurer, for 
the provisional board of ten trustees 
was read arid accepted. It showed a 
balance from the $1,070 paid In lor 
preliminary expenses. 


The articles of incorporation, which 


conform to the charter, were read sec- 
tion by section and approved. They 
had been presented ty W. R. Castle as 
attorney. The only discussion was 
concerning the extent to which the 
corporation might deal in real estate. 
It was pointed out that In any event 
the profits to exceed 8 per cent on the 
investment had to be divided with the 
Government. The capital stock may 
be increased by' the legal method from 
$200,000 up to $2,000,000. 


The company will now proceed to

INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE PLANS 


Talk onjDr«8s-Evenln» Lecture to 


the People—Ware. Large 


Audience. 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


The close of^Col. Parker's lecture 


.yesterday was marked with 'consider- 
able feeling: ;For three weeks the 
Summer School has been in session 
.and the attendance -has been large and 
constant. Col. Parker has been * a 
.progressive educator for forty years. 
He has devoted Hie life to this work. 
He says that the sweetness of his life 
and the,strength of it is to Jielp the 
children. Some of his spirit has ent- 
ered into the life of the teachers of 


/ the Summer School. - During the three 
weeks' constant association with them 
and exchange of ideas, he 'has helped 
them to see beneath and beyond tine 
mere technicalities of educational work 
as it is most commonly conducted to- 
day, and to find there the life of the 
child. He has helped them to find the 
soul of the child, eager for knowledge, 
responsive to influences and environ- 
ment. Yesterday morning a vote of 
thanks was enthusiastically given Col. 
Tarker at the close of his last lecture. 
He said that in'all his experience he 
had never spent a more happy three 
weeks. He had found the teachers re- 
sponsive ana sympathetic and their 
work gave prpmise^of great advance- 
ment of education.' He advised the 
teachers to meet one another frankly 
ajid. discuss their differences. 
The 


prospects are, he said, that the Island 
teachers can work out the problem 
for the whole tfnlted States. 


The discussion was principally on 


the work for the Industrial Institute. 
Col. Parker said that his doctrine is 
that educators must get at the people 
There has been a long distance be- 
tween home and school; education has 
been- left to the teachers and it has 
been difficult to arouse the interest of 
the parents. 
That interest is now 


with 'the school and the parents are 
ready to cooperate with tne teachers 
If they become convinced that 
the 


teachera are in earnest and are ac- 
tuated by a desire to help the child. 


A general discussion followed 
for 


half an hour and some excellent ideas 
were brought out. The subject of cor 
poral punishment 
come up. Col 


Parker said that he did not disapprove 
of corporal punishment In extremi 
cases, yet he was frank to say that he 
had never known an instance where 
corporal punishment%£ad been inflicte< 
that some other form of treatment 


- would not have been better if 
the 


teacher had thoroughly studied the 
child,: his nature and characteristics 
and had treated him in accordance 
with Ms nature. 


The Islands, he said, are uniquely 


•situated. They are the mettlng place 
of the Oriental and the Occidental for 
a new step in civilization and Chris- 
tianity. The highest art of the teach- 
er is to help the weakest The schoo' 
is not for the acquiring of knowledge 
only, nor for learning, but for helping 
children to be strong. 


Col. 
Parker advised the teachers'in 


the country districts to interest the 
' managers of plantations in their work 
If the teachers can create in them a 
belief 'that they are doing a greal 
work, the people, the managers, will 
be ready and willing to help to as- 
sist them and to provide means anc 
facilities for carrying on school work 


- 
If they create this feeling, and do help 
the children, and cooperate with one 
another, .they will have a more power- 
ful influence than all the industries in 
the Islands combined. 


Mrs. Parker talked on Dress. She had 


a large audience of interested women 
She was well applauded at the close. 
She appealed to mothers for the sake 
of -their children and for the genera- 
tions to come. She appealed to every 
woman on the side of health and 
strength and comfort, of grace 
ol 


movement and ease of body. She said 
that dress is a part of religion. 


The Creator gave every human being 


vital organs and nerves and muscles, 
every one of which 4s intended for 
some useful part 
Yet, she said, to 


conform to fashlo^ women bind them- 
selves in with steel and stays, their 


* side and lung muscles grow weak and 


useless, and disease and frailty are in- 
vited. 
She urged the abolltloon of 


high heels on shoea They throw the 
body forward out of balance, weaken 
the chest and depress the lungs. 


The civilized races, she said, races 


which teach religion and obedience 
of the laws of the Creator, are the only 
ones which defrom their vital organs. 
The Chinese deform the feet ol their 
girls, the savage tribes of the South 
Pacific bore great holes in their ears 
and bang from them heavy weights 
of bone and wood, the Indians tattoo 
their cicin, some savages pierce their 
noses for wearing rings, others pierce 
their lips, but the 'women of socalled 
Christian nations wear high heeled 
shoes and deform their btxJIes and 
weaken their vital organs with corsets. 
She spoke favorably of tbe 
bicrcJe

)odge, of Honolulu. 


Col. 
Parker said his talk Would In 


no wise be a lecture, tie had a little 
to say, and would be brief. He said 
words could not express how. beaa- 
;iful, new, grand everything was in 
these Islands of tbe sea. The people 
were hospitable and kind. But nearest 
to the speaker's heart was education, 
the school, the children. ^'You have 
an excellent school system," said he. 
The (system would now come under 
American systems. So far as I can 
see the work will compare favorably 
with that of many States; in fact dt Is 
better, than in some States. Your 
schools are moving, progressing. .That 
s good. 


In the past .twenty-five, years educa- 


tion 'has become a science: You may 
profit by our experience. 
You can 


profit avoiding our experience. You 
lave made the kindergarten a private 
institution; that is good. .Your people 
bare fostered the ^kindergarten; It is 
a grand, important work. Teachers of 
the kindergarten should be ihe best. 
Instruction there is marked all through 
a child's school life. 


JTne kindergarten should be a part 


of your school system. "Let It extend 
throughout the Islands, in all tbe 
schools. Let every country school have 
this work In connection with it 


.The .normal school is most Import- 


ant. A poor teacher is worse than use- 
less. There was never a coin stamped 
of as small value as a poor teacher. 
Make the normal school a training 
school 
for kindergartenera. Begin 


there. Let kindergartners take the 
normal course and kindergarten-course 
as a post graduate. Keep a normal 
school. Support it 
Give it the best 


teachers and pay them the best sal- 
aries on earth and you will profit by it. 


Let tfie country sdhool be the center 


around which everything to toe com- 
munity should be collated. Let it be 
the well spring of agricultural, horti- 
cultural and scientific knowledge, and 
the work of the kindergarten. Gen- 
eral Armstrong learned from his ex- 
perience in this country what the peo- 
ple of the United States required. He 
saw the needs of the people of the 
South. Yon know his grand life and 
grand work. -His work is going on. 
You here In these Islands have won- 
derful opportunities,. You have the 
land; you have tie improvements. You 
con promote an education here thai 
will be a lesson for all the States 
Your President and prominent men 
are friendly. All you want ia organ- 
ization. 
I ask the parents, the citizens, the 


people, to support the industrial move- 
ment we have started here. It ia the 
keynote of successful educational work 
Children love to work. The school 
as an Industrial center would be a ben- 
efit to the whole community. Let it be 
a distributing point for plants and 
seeds.. This will bring everybody in 
touch with the school. 


The possibilities of your country, are 


incalculable. I buy some grapes 
Uie store and can find no basket to 
take them home in. A native hat, and 
can find none to suit me. Teach the 
children in the school agriculture, hor 
tieulture,"woodwork, matwork, that 
work and all the industries. 


To take the experience of the pas 


and improve on it Is our duty. The 
native Hawaiian was never a heathen 
He waa a., primitive man, but had the 
same sentiments, the same longings 
the same myths as we. The primitive 
Hawaiian was not lazy. He worked, 
At .the Bishop Museum are instances 
of the industry and art of the ancient 
Hawaiians* Tie primitive man on 
these Islands had an art—a beautlfu 
art. Th« best fans, the best calabashes 
are the primitive ones. It took ever- 
lasUnffpersistence to work out those 
things. The mistake has been in tell- 
ing the Hawaiians that their arts were 
wrong and showing them a better way 
This Is no criticism, but is based on 
history. 


The myths and traditions of a people 


are precious. First, then, revive the 
Hawaiian, Japanese and Chinese art 
In the school. Revive the myth. Re- 
vive tbe stories of ancient time, 'have 
them bound in a book and read in the 
schools. Revive the old music. Bring 
out the old, old songs in the school. 
Reach the people. 
Appeal to them 


through the old myths. 


Temperance is a good work, but the 


work of parents upon their own child- 
ren is better. Let parents center upon 
home. Let your home be the model 
home of the community. 


The main thing in all this, after all, 


ia the teacher. One good teacher can 
do more In five minutes than another 
could in a year. Schools should not 
be hospitals nor asylums for poor 
teachers. -If a teacher is a failure, let 
Ihim get out and go to sugar raising. 
Take the best teachers and give them 
the best salaries. 
The community 


should appreciate a teacher on his own 
work, and that only. 


You have the opportunity. You have 


a Republic capable of great growth. 
You have the problem of tbe Orient 
and the Occident Your Influence can 
touch both shore*. Begiiuyonr work, 
your influence witti the »oul of the 
little child.

The Constitution did not say, "as 


.residents of States you are fully cap- 


i of self government, but as resi- 


dents-of a territory you are not fit to 
take care of yourselves." The idea 
.was that a territory should be con- 
sidered a minor child, until it had a 
certain number of people, and then it 
•was" made over Into a State, and con- 
sidered to be of age, and able to take 
care of itself. 


The Supreme Court has, however, 


been called upon repeatedly to define 
the relations of the territories to the 
Federal Government. 
It has inter- 


preted or applied_thfi Constitution, to 
these relations, and has had some diffi- 
culty .in doing so, because the. Consti- 
tution is silent on the subject. But 
this great Court has laid down some 
very definite law, which Congress must 
observe or the Court -will pull its ears, 
as it does occasionally. 


Several years ago, the power of Con- 


gress to break up the Mormon Church 
of Utah, then a territory, was before 
this great Court, and these words were 
used in the decision of the case. 


"The plenary power of Congress over 


the territories combine that of a local 
proprietor of land, and a regulator of 
local government. Doubtless the pow- 
er ds subject by implication to all fun- 
damental limitations, in favor of in- 
dividual rights which are now formu- 
lated In the Federal Constitution and 
its amendments." (136 U. S. R. 1.) 


The plain meaning of this is, that 


Congress cannot do Just as it likes with 
the people of a territory. If it deprives 
them of "rights," the Court will pro- 


too.

Practically dictating to'the Presi- 


dent was in the practice of both poli- 
tical parties, for many years. 


Out of this practice came the ap- 


pointment of United States Commis- 
sioner Borden to these Islands in about 
1860, who once entered the office of 
H. M. Whitney, editor of the Adver- 
tiser, and attacked him with a bowie 
knife, but was prevented from doing 
Mm harm by the vigorous interfer- 
ence of lawyer Jas. W. Austin. 


If the doctrine, "to the victors be- 


long the spoils" is .now the rule here, 
we do not see why Mr. Dole, or Mr. 
Damon, or Mr. Cooper, or Mr. Smith 
are not just as much "victors" as the 
Central Committee. 


But before we get down into the 


mud of common politics, and we shall 
get there fast enough, the Advertiser, 
and some of Its readers, would like, 
after the manner of the Chinamen, to

on the transports call at the office of 
the Advertiser, and make bitter com- 
plaints about the food and quarters on 
the transports. But much worse than 
this, is the selling of belts, leggings, 
and other national property by the sol- 
diers in order to obtain a "square 
meal." The enlisted men are not beg- 
gars, and do not wblne,,but they can- 
not help disclosing their hunger. So 
much so, that nearly every resident in 
town, including even the little child- 
ren, repeat stories of hunger on board 
the vessels. And enlisted men are be- 
ing daily fed by the scores in private 
families. 
One of the men used the 


language, "two thousand miles away 
from home, anxious to fight and will- 
ing to die for Old Glory, but all the 
same, tramps, glad to get a square 
meal through Honolulu charity." 


Some of the stories related by the 


men are, no doubt, strictly true. Some 
of them are exaggerated. One thing Is 
certain. Tbe condition of the men on 
the vessels now in port, or on at least 
one of them, is open to the severest 
censure. The men have not been pro- 
perly treated. 


We understand that the next mail 


will carry a howl of indignation from 
some of the Press correspondents here, 
and the letters from the men will make 
it hot for somebody. The enlisted reg- 
ular, however, has not much influence 
nt home. It i? the volunteer who will 
"know the reason why."

"WATERED" STOCK. 


The recent increase of the stock.,of 


the Bwa plantation from $l,000,o6(rto 
$2,000,000, without a payment in cash 
for the Increased issue la loosely, spok- 
en of as ithe "watering" of the stock, 
and as tEe introduction of Wall street 
ways of managing corporations. 


The term "watered" is loosely used 


and In this case cannot be justly used. 
The strongest language would be Justi- 
fiable in denouncing the Wall street 
practice, if the new issue of stock rep- 
resented neither money, solid assets, 
or undoubted values. It is this sort:of 
manipulation that deceives the public, 
and catches the "lambs," because .the 
lambs rarely study values. 


The issue of stock for full value re- 


ceived, Is quite another matter. There 
is no real distinction between the issue1 


of stock"'for cash actually paid in, and 
the issue of stock for cash actually, 
earned -by the corporation, and con- 
verted Into permanent betterments, 
and assets. The opportunity for the 
grossest frauds occurs in putting a fic- 
titious value on the betterments and 
assets. But when the valuation is, justly 
made, it Is considered a perfectly legV 
timate and conservative process, found- 
ed on perfectly sound business princi- 
ples. 


The betterments and assets of the 


Ewa plantation have been estima^d 
by the assessor for the purpose of tax- 
ation, at over $2,000,000, and this es$- 
mate, after contest in the Courts haji 
been confirmed. Such a conflnnatipn 
disposes of any question as to intrinsic 
values. The case is different from that 
of the Western Union, of which there 
is an outstanding issue of over $80,- 
000,000 in.values of stock, values de- 
pendent, however, on contracts with 
railroad corporations to do their tele- 
graphic service. 


The time has come for those who 


are studying the morals of financial 
corporations, in civilized countries, to 
become acquainted with the singularly 
honest management of the sugar cor- 
porations on these Islands, excluding 
several well known cases. 


If the "promoters" and capitalists of 


the financial centres, clearly compre- 
hended the fidelity and the uniform 
integrity of the financial managers of 
these plantations, and their indisposi- 
tion to permit inflated values, they 
would be not only surprised, but deep- 
ly grieved, that they had not been per- 
mitted by Providence to open some 
schools of finance here. 


There Is a remarkably high per- 


centage of young-Germans in the reg- 
ular army of the United States. One 
of them, In the artillery, Friday on 
the grounds of the Executive building, 
Identified one of our young men, as 
his classmate to one of the German 
schools. It is also said that a number 
of these Germans have found old ac- 
quaintances and friends among the em- 
ployes of the German mercantile 
houses here. 


These men, on emigrating to the 


United States find the life of the Am- 
erican soldier far better than that of 
the soldier In the German, army. The 
pay Is also much larger. Not having 
the ambition of the young American? 
to make sudden fortunes; they are 
quite contented with the army environ- 
ment, and make excellent fighting ma 
terlal. 


It was the men of this nationality 


who enlisted to the Union Army, dur- 
ing the Civil War, In vast numbers. 
They were tempted by the bounties, 
which were offered by cities and towns 
reaching in some places $1,200 per man

It is due entirely to the 
inaccurate statements of the newspa- 
pers of the5 Mainland that he had made 
the contribution, but without specify- 
ing whether it was a personal or offi- 
cial act. For-this inaccurate staie- 
ment he is not responsible. It was 
therefore inferred by many, .without 
Season for it, that he'had intended to 
mafce the contribution a personal one. 
Upon rendering his account of the ex- 
penses of the trip to Washington, the 
item was included as part of public ex- 
pense account, .as it should be. 


Having known for some time, that 


there is a unfortunate misunderstand- 
ing of the matter, which would greatly 
annoy Mr. Dole, if he became aware of 
it we have investigated it, and publish 
the results of that investigation in an- 
other column.

MR. DOLE SUBSCRIBED. 


Silence Gossip That Has 
Been Started. 


An item that appeared In the financial 


account of the President upon returning 
from his special -mission to the tfnitea 
States early this year was "»500, contribu- 
tion to the Maine fund." The statement 
in full was presented to the Senate. The 
whole of the money for the trip came out 
of a special appropriation made by the 
Council of State. A considerable sum or 
the total was returned to the treasury as 
a Government realization. It-to not be- 
lieved that anything of that sort has ever 
occurred in any /country. In matters of 
this kind usual!* there la -a deficit re- 
quiring a special claim and additional 


6liately gossip, initiated froini direction 
or in a quarter that need not be speculat- 
ed upon nor designated, has had to ao 
with the $500 item of "contribution to the 
Maine fund." It has been sought to place 
the President in a -false light. All the 
facts, the whole situation, is clear and ap- 
parent and correct enough to those who 
wish W understand it rightly. Mr. Dole 
does not require a defense, but a straight- 
forward explanation should end the dis- 
cussion or consideration. 
The contribution of J500 was sent by 
means of draft to Minister Hatch at 
Washington from San Francisco the very 
day the President arid party left 
the 
United States for the Islands. Maj. C. f. 
laukea, the President's aide, made the 
suggestion that this be done. There was 
no thought whatever of Mr. Dole making 
the tender other tjian in his offlclar ca- 
pacity, he being at that time the especial 
representative in the United States of 
this Government and as such the guest 
of the nation over there. That the do- 
nation, was offered from the funds placed 
at the disposal of Mr. Dole for the trip 
expenses, contingent and otherwise, was 
well understood and BO communicated to 
Minister Hatch. The Government here 
had been liberal in providing for the mis- 
sion of Mr. Dole and it-was accepted as 
a natural thought that such a disposi- 
tion of a portion of the fund In this mat- 
ter would be considered graceful, merit- 
orious and in good taste. That Is all there 
•is to It That the contribution had been 
accepted was not learned till some time 
after Mr. Dole and party had returned 
to the Islands. It then appeared that 
President Dole had given the money as 
President and the statement of expendi- 
tures for the mission was entirely franlt 
and clear upon the point. 
President Dole, when addressed upon 
the matter promptly gave thfe version 
here recited and was surprised to learn 
that any construction other than he had 
placed upon the transaction could be 
made. Maj. laukea and Mr. Hatch are 
of the same mind. 


Japanese TMattcr Ended. . 


S. Hlral, acting consul for Japan, called 


at the Foreign office yesterday- morning; 
and received from Minister Cooper a war- 
rant on the Hawaiian treasury for the 
sum of $75,000, being the amount voted 
by the Council of State in full settlement 
of the Immigration dispute between Japan 
and this country. The money will be 
forwarded in the shape of bank exchange 
by the Gaelic today to the Government at 
Tokio.

An- 
other spell of activity was evidenced 
when the citizens started in upon the 
organization of the present Honolulu 
Rapid Transit and Land Company. 
It was said yesterday by a gentel- 


man substantially interested in the 
welfare and progress of the Tram 
Company that the corporation was now 
in earnest, that plans had been matur- 
ed many months ago. It was added 
that in case the decision of the Sup- 
reme Court was favorable to the com- 
pany the double tracks would be laid 
at once and the change from mule to 
electric power made without delay. 


One of the local men prominent In 


the new Transit Company remarked 
last evening that nothing the Tram 
people could do in the manner proposed 
would make any difference whatever 
to the Honolulu concern. Its plan of 
campaign would be followed, and that 
without loss of time. The home capi- 
talists believe they are making a good 
investment and will carry out the ori- 
ginal purpose of giving the town mod- 
ern transit service at a reasonable cost 
It is more than likely, It is now given 
out, that the Honolulu company will 
use compressed air fortpower.

Made a Fine Record-In Two Ohio 


Regiments-Knew "Sergeant" 


McKlnley - Wounded. 


Brigadier-General H. G. Otis has his 


headquarters on the Rio de Janeiro, 
which arrived Sunday morning. When 
in the field he will be in command 
of the troops on the ship Rio de Janei- 
ro, Philadelphia and St. Paul. In port, 
when the expedition Is united, how- 
ever, Major-General Otis is comman- 
der over all. The Brigadier-General 
is a very large man of the Shatter 
type and looks like a soldier. 
He 


wears a mustache and Imperial, both 
gray. 
Following is an authoritative state- 


ment from the records, showing the 
military service rendered by Colonel 
Otis during the War of the Rebellion: 


He served on the Union side through- 
out the entire conflict, entering as a pri- 
vate and rising by successive promotions 
In the Held through all the intervening 
grades to that of lieutenant colonel of U. 
S. Volunteers by brevet, this distinction 
being conferred upon him by the Presi- 
dent "for gallant and meritorious ser- 
-vices throughout the war," as his com- 
mission reads. This promotion, as also 
that of brevet major, was given him at 
the close of hostilities upon the unsolic- 
ited recommendation of Major General R. 
B. Hayes (subsequently President Hayes.) 
During his 49 months' service in the 
field, he took part in fifteen engagements, 
received two wounds in battle, gained 
seven well-earned promotions, and com- 
•manded his regiment while yet a captain 
(being at the time the senior officer pres- 
ent for duty). 
His military service was rendered in 
two of the proudest of Ohio's regiments. 
First, in the Twelfth Ohio Volunteers, 
for three years; and next in the famous 
Twenty-third Ohio Veteran Volunteer 
Infantry, to which he was transferred in 
1864 through the consolidation of the two 
commands. 
The Twelfth had its just fame pre- 
served In the archives of the War Depart- 
ment in the form of a battle roil em- 
bracing fourteen engagements with the 
enemy, with total losses in killed and 
wounded aggregating 588 officers and 
men. 
The Twenty-Third participated in 
seventeen engagements, and lost in ac- 
tion, from first to last, 567 officers and 
men killed and wounded, out of a total 
enrollment of 2,030, being more than 25 
per cent. The Twenty-third is classed in 
history with the celebrated "Three Hun- 
dred Fighting Regiments" whose mili- 
tary record is gi\en in Colonel Fox's val- 
uable work—"Regimental Losses in the 
American Civil war, 18G1-1865"—each of 
which three hundred regiments lost over 
130 officers and men killed and mortally 
wounded in action. 
The author of the above named author- 
itive work sajs of the Twenty-third Ohio: 
'A regiment remarkable for the famous 
names of its various commanders, while 
others with brilliant national reputations 
also appeared on the rolls in subordinate 
capacities." Its original colonel was Will- 
iam B. Rosecrans; E. P. Scarmon suc- 
ceeded him; Rutherford B. Hayes was the 
third colonel—each succeeding the other 
when promoted to a higher command. 
Stanley Matthews served ^or u time as 
major, and subsequently became a jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Robert F Kennedy and William 
C. Lyon were officers in the regiment and 
later became lieutenant governors of 
Ohio 
Russell Hastings as captain and 
then lieutenant colonel served on the staff 
of General Hayes, and was desperately 
wounded at the battle of Opequon Will- 
lam McKinley, Jr , served as a private, as 
commissary sergeant, and as a commis- 
sioned officer respectively, he was brev- 
eted by the President, upon muster-out, 
for 
gallant 
and 
meritorious conduct 
throughout the conflict, and is the same 
William McKinlev who is now Prescient 
of the United States 
Otis sened in Rosecrans' fir=t cam- 
paign in "tt est A irpinla (3861) and subse- 
qviently vitli 
the Kanauha Division, 
Eighth Army Corps (Schenck) the Arm% 
of West \ irginia. Mountain Department, 
(Crook), the Ninth Army Corps, Armv of 
the Potomac (Cox and Burnslde). and in 
the Army of the Shenandoah, (Sheridan) 
His service ended in 1865 under Hancock, 
commanding the middle military depart- 
ment 
During his active service of four 
\ears and o\er he participated in the 
following general engagements, battles

• The following letter is to a promi- 
nent citizen of Honolulu: 
Latitude 16 deg. 02 min. N., Longitude 


180 deg. 20 min. E. 
Aboard Steamer 
Australia, Sunday, June 26, li9S. 
We are now twenty-two days out from 
Honolulu, and the journey is becoming 
rather tiresome and monotonous, though 
I did not care very much until a week 
ago. 
^ 
The year 1898 will have no'Friday, June 
10, for me, as we crossed the 180th meri- 
dian at that time. It is quite a novelty to 
have an entire day drop out of one's life. 
On the morning of the 28th we Sighted 
the Ladrone Islands. One poor fellow on 
the Sydney died that same day and was 
burled at sea. 
As we neared the island of Guam the 
transports stood uut to sea, while the 
Charleston steamed 
into the harbor. 
When she reached a favorable point, she 
fired thirteen shots, and the Spaniards 
answered with a salute of two shots, us- 
ing all their available powder. They did 
not knew that war had been declared. 
When a lieutenant and a detail of men 
went ashore they said: "Sorry we could 
not answer your aalute." -What Salute?" 
said our lieutenant, "That was no salute, 
but shots from a hostile ship. We de- 
mand an immediate surrender." 
They 
were astonished, but refused to surrend- 
er until we landed forty marines and 
two companies of volunteers. I say 
("landed," but they did not quite land. 
The Dons surrendered when they saw us 
coming. The Governor of the islands, 
his staff of four officers and fifty-four 
Spanish soldiers were taken, besides 7,500 
rounds of ammunition, fifty-four Mauser 
rifles, fifty-four Remingtons 
and 
four 
Spanish flags. Fifty-four native soldiers, 
who were drilled but not armed, were 
given guns by Capt. Glass and released. 
When they realized they were free and 
the Spaniards were prisoners, they tore 
off their Spanish buttons, threw up their 
hats, and ran up town, acting as If wild. 
The Governor asked and was granted 
permission to write to his family. When 
the letter was finished, he handed it to 
the executive officer to read. That offi- 
cer declined, saying "No, that Is private." 
• This kindness' broke the old governor's 
heart, and he wept like a child. Thus we 


~" see that all Spaniards are not lost to 
every good trait. 
"Old Glory" was flung to the breeze 
over Fort Santa Cruz and as it went up 
the Charleston fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, the bands played the "Star 
Spangled Banner" and the boys gave 
cheer after cheer. 
We left the Ladrones about 2 p. m.

Wednesday, 28th.—Sighted the island of 
Luzon, at the southern end of which Ms 
Manila, about 10 o'clock yesterday, and 
shortly after a ship that proved to be the 
Baltimore came to meet us.

NEW YORK July 17.—Tie chartered 


transport Olivette, which, arrived off 
quarantine last night with 272 wounded 
soldiers from Cuba, docked today at tne 
foot of Pacific street, Brooklyn. 


Among the wounded men are some 


of the most -extraordinary cases of 
injury known to surgical 
history. 


There are men who can show as many 
as eight bullet holes and by all the 
(traditions of surgery they ought to be 
dead. Men who were shot through the 
kidneys, liver or fungs, are able to 
walk around. A soldier who was shot 
straight through the brail* S^s lost 
the sight of one eye, otherwise lie is 


undj. Another mari who waa shot 


through the head just above the ears 
was able to sit up the day after the 
boat left Cuba, 
"Most of the wounds were clean cut, 


and the bullets when removed were 
not deformed. Although we 
found 


nothing to complain of in this line, we 
found something which we regarded 
as much* worse—bullets cased in brass. 
Verdigris formed on the jacket of the 
bullet, before it was extracted, and re- 
sulted' in suppuration of a poisonous 
character. 
"Tie worst wound to be found upon 


the ship is borne by Norman Orme, of 
Company B, First Volunteer Cavalry, 
the Rough Riders. The Spanish bullet 
struck Orme in the left arm, just above 
the elbow, and^p^erced It. Passing 
put, it entered the upper arm, produc- 
ing a fracture. The bullet passed out 
again and entered Orme's body, just 
bslow the left armpit, ranging down- 
ward, passing through his lung and 
Bnally was checked by a rib. Orme 
has a very good chance for recovery. 
The bullet must have passed the man's 
'heart between beats—between the 
diastole and systole, and so escaped 
injuring that organ."

Orrne has a brother on' Maui.)

HONOLULU BAB RACKS. 


Corps of Engineers For the Islands. 


A Brigadier General. 


Late §an Francisco papers^say that 


Secretary ~o'f War Alger, through Adju- 
tant-General Corbln, la In correspondence 
with General Merriain regarding bar- 
racks, officers' quarters and army hos- 
pital at Honolulu. Neither General Mer- 
rlam nor the Adjutant General has as 
yet any deftnte notion about the character 
of the buildings that ought to be erected. 
Adjutant General Corbin. tas , an Idea 


' that barracks and officers' quarters for 


about 2,200 officers and men should be 
built, and a hospital for the proper -care 
of ninety patients at a time. 


General ilerriam is to make proper 
recommendations on. the subject, but -will 
not be able to do so until he pays a visit 
to the Islands. By that time It Is thought 
1 the Washington authorities will have 
made up their minds as to how many 
troops they want permanently stationed 
at Honolulu. 
Owing to an intimation received from 
Washington it will not surprise officers 
Jn the- Phelan building headquarters if a 
regiment of eight companies Is organized 
from among the Hawaiian troops shortly 
after the arrival of the First New York 
on the Islands. In thax event there will 
be enough troops to form a small brigade, 
and Colonel Barber, of the New York 
Regiment, will be made a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral to command It. Such a turn of af- 
fairs Is as a matter of fact expected by 
Colonel Barber's friends. 
General Merriam has received Instruc- 
tions from. Washington to take with him 
to Honolulu when he gets jeady to de- 
part, an army engineer, with several as- 
sistants, to make a report upon the best 
plan of fortifying Honolulu and its har- 
bor.It Is very likely that Colonel Barber, of 
the First New York Regiment of Volun- 
teers, who is to be commandant of the 
new military post at Honolulu, will soon 
be made a brigadier" general, probably 
before his departure for the Hawaiian. 
Islands. In addition to his own regiment, 
he wiU have under his command the Ha- 
waiian troops, numbering over 600 men, 
and the Third Battalion of the Second 
Regiment of United States Volunteer En- 
gineers. TtU<! battalion of engineers num- 
bers about 400 men, and has "been sta- 
tioned for some weeks at the Presidio. 
It Is In command of Major Langtltt 
The order which came from the \Var 
Department asslBning the battalion to 
duty at Honolulu was made upon the 
recommendation of General Merriam. It 
will sail with the first detachment of the 
New York regiment and will at once be 
put at work upon arrival in preparing the 
new post. The command is composed of 
Company I of Denver, Corapank K of 
Salt Lake. Company L, of San Francisco 
and Company M of Portland, Or. " The 
colonel of the regiment, Wltlard Young, 
la In Chicago, where the retrlmental head- 
quarters and the First and Second bat- 
talion* are located. 
General Men-lam has orderwl the pur- 
chaw and shipment of lumber necessary 
for the Honolulu post. Among the New

He was born,in1 the 
town of South Dennis, Cape Cod, about 
seventy years ago, and at an early age 
Became a mariner. His first ship.:was 
the Asa Eldridge and in the ensuing 
year he was master for various periods 
of the ships Sterling, Henry Villard, 
John Rosenfeld, C. F. Sargent, Com- 
modore and finally of the craft von 
which he perished. 
The Kenilworth, a four-masted bark- 


rigged craft, was ranked as one of the 
finest ships tn the American steel sail- 
ing fleet She was built in Scotland In 
1887 
and was of the following dimen- 


sions: 
Length 300 feet, breadth 43 


feet, depth 24 feet. Her gross tonnage, 
was 2,293, net 2,178. The ship was al- 
most destroyed by fire in 1889 at Port 
Costa, where she was lying with the 
British ships Honauwar and Armedia. 


Advices as to the manner of the? de- 


struction of the ships are meager, the 
last thing being a private dispatch to 
D. R. Dearborn, New York agent, from 
Valparaiso, Chile, confirming the first 
report that the Kenilworth had put In- 
to that port in flames.
